3. Claims 1, 4-7, 9-13, 16 and 18 (re-numbered as claims 1-12) as amended are 
allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant arguments, see the respective second complete paragraph on pages 3 
and 6 of the response filed on 1 1/05/08 are persuasive. Additionally, while Sato et al. 
(US 7,034,842) discloses storing chrominance and luminance information in an output 
device (e.g., see figures 1,16 and 23), it does not expressly disclose, teach or fairly 
suggest storing relative luminance of colors (as defined in lines 1-4 on page 7 of the 
instant application; see also the last complete paragraph on page 6 in the RCE field on 
02/23/06) and in that projector. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
